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NEW MACHINERY AND APPARATUS. 


BRICK AND TILE-MAKING. 


‘Tax following account of a complete series of modern machines 
for brick and tile-making will be read with interest, especially 
in such districts abroad where the materials for producing bricks 
and files are to hand, The substitution of bricks and tiles for 
wood or iron as building material is in progress in many new 
countries; and in view of the ease with which the manufacture 
can be introdnced, and the certainty of establishing a profitable 
trade, this activity isnot to be wondered at. The vicinities of 
growing cities, euch as those of Australia and America, provided 
suitable clays be found, are perhaps the most promising sites for 
the starting of plant and machinery of this description ; but there 
is scarcely a township or village near which the installation of 
good plant for making bricks and roofing tiles would not prove a 
lucrative investment. The demand for tiles is decidedly in- 
creasing, especially for roofing, paving, flooring, wall decorations, 
and ornamental purposes, all of which Messrs. Woolliscroft 
manufacture largely, but the proportionately heavy freight upon 
these prohibits their exportation to any great extent, and in this 
direction therefore new tile-making’ industries have a most 
promising field, as they are cooler and more durable, sightly, 
and cleaner than any other material that can be used. 
The set of machines here described and illustrated 
embodies improvements made and used for the last four years by 
Messrs, George Woolliscroft & Son, Patent Tile Works, Hanley, 
and their tileries in Btruria and Chesterton. ‘his machinery is 
capable of producing 1500 roofing tiles per hour when_working at 
an ordinary speed, and possesses an important advantage in the 
fact that by its use the clay when cut to size may be taken to the 
press direct from the cutter. This nob only saves the usual 
drying process on flues, but ensures also an equal shrinkage and 
consequent uniformity in the size of the finished tiles or bricks.

‘The first sketch (Fig. 1) represents the clay-orushing and grind- 
ing rollers. These, which are suitable for any kind of clay, consist 
of three pairs of rollers, mounted in strong cast-iron frames with 
gearing and shafts.

The treatment of the subject, though simple 
and entirely dispensing with thedramatic, is impressive 
and dignified, and will bear that careful study which 


MR. J. EADIE REID, 


often gives the appearance of unreality to an in- 
tensely dramatic picture. ‘The pose of the two 
figures in the foreground is admirable. ‘The head of 


the Christ follows conventional lines to a certain ex- 
tent; but the general impression is that of more 
masculine strength than is usually given. The 
nebulous halo is a studions bit of painting, and 
the mystic light emanating from the Figure has 
been most cleverly suggested. One hand is 
upraised, disclosing the wound made by the uail 
as He represses an’ impulsive movement on the part 
of the woman to touch Him, and His face, which 
shows the marks left by the crown of thorns on His 
forehead, is instinct with nobility and tenderness, as 
He tells of His resurrection, The pure white drapery 


falls in graceful folds, the arrangement being most 
artistic and the painting faultless, and the feet 
are hidden, with the exception of a slight 
suggestion of one giving the impression of slow 
forward motion. The figure of Mary Magdalene 
is also an exceedingly beautiful study. She is 
half turned to Him with an expression in which 
reverence, joy, and surprise are defily mingled ; 
the face is charming, and the wealth of auburn 
hair harmonises with the blue veil that sur- 
mounts it. The draping of this figure is also a 
study in itself, the effect of the graceful folds 
being enhanced by deftly contrasted shades of 
purple and heliotrope. ‘The background pre- 
sents the dark mouth of the cave, stately funereal 
cypresses, and a small patch of sky, evidently 
the outcome of much careful study of early 
morning sky effects. ‘The lighting of the fore- 
ground proceeds rather from the figure of 
Christ than from the sky. 


Though not forced on the attention in a too 
formal and conventional manner, the picture is 
full of subdued symbolism, ‘The cypresses bear 
their own interpretation, an apple tree shading 
the mouth of the tomb suggests original sin, the 
tiny rill in the foreground the regenerating 
waters of baptism, the thorny briar growing in 
wild Iuxittiance near the Christ His sufferings for 
humanity, and the wild poppies the slumber of 
forgetfulness, Other details, such as the hare- 
bells and the grasses, are introduced for artistic 
purposes. ‘The breaking day in itself suggests 
the dawn of a new era of humanity. The 
technique is worthy of the conception, the 
painting of the two principal fignres, the flesh 
tints, the drapery, and the surrounding scenery 
showing a complete command over colour and 
the brush, 


Sir W. B. Richmond has expressed the 
greatest interest in his old pupil, who 
further studied for some time in Italy, 

especially at Assisi. He has executed seyeral 
large frescoes, Christ Church and Alll Saints, 
Cheltenham, being the most prominent. 


We feel perfectly certain that the work of 
Mr, Eadie Reid has only to be seen to be 
admired, and that the invention of Messrs. 
Woolliscroft and Son, Limited, called “ Vetro- 
pake,” is exactly what many church decorators 
will eagerly seize upon. The plain tiles of the 
same firm, in artistic colours, are excellent for 
lining purposes. We can most truly advise 
our readers to inquire into the suitability of 
“Vetropake” for mural work.

VETROPAKE. 


Waar is Vetropake ? At the Ecclesiastical 
Art Exhibition, the attention of the Editor of 
the CHURCHWOMAN was attracted to an ex- 
ceptionally artistic stall. First, for general pur- 
poses the material was novel ; it is described 
as a“ special plastic body, made or moulded 
into the required shapes and fired at high 
temperatures, and fixed i sifu in cement of a 
special character, by which means an inde- 
structible surface ” isidentified with thestructure 
of the building. Secondly, on this surface ap- 
peared the designs of Mr. J. Eadie Reid. 
Further inquiries led to a desire to give promi- 
nence to this among our readers who are 
thinking of church building, restoration and 
decoration, Of Mr. Eadie Reid we shall speak 
a little further on. 

To begin with, a few of Mr. Eadie Reid’s 
arguments in favour of decorative colour in our 
buildings may well be reproduced. It will be 
recollected how, in the 7wo Paths, Ruskin 
maintained that nearly all the greatest work 
which the world has produced is work fitted for 
a special place, “the best sculpture yet pro- 
duced has been the decoration of a temple 
front, the best painting the decoration of a 
room.” 

Therefore, says Mr. Reid :—“ Many efforts 
and experiments have been made of late years 
to produce a material or method which can be 
used for the decoration of the walls of our 
churches and public buildings—not merely in 
their interiors, but also on the facades. The 
necessity of colour to enliven the grey monotony 
of our streets is intensified by the humid con- 
ditions of our climate. Given a grey sky, must 
our houses and churches be also grey? If the 
number of days upon which the sun shows him- 
self generously are limited, would not the free 
use of colour, in the manner suggested, help to 
brighten our dulled vision andraise our depressed 
spirits? 

Is it not a fact the colour schemes in our 
country are more subtle than those of other 
lands in their delicacy of gradation and atmo- 
spheric effect ?_ If we have not the bold, rich, 
blazing colour of Italy, are there not the delicate 
pearly hues and soft greys. of our river and 
valley scenery, the magnificent deep tone of 
purple and green upon our hills, to compensate 
us and suggest colour decorations for our 
towns ? 

“Our eyes have become accustomed to our 
grey surroundings, and too often the battle as 
mono- and poly-chrome is fought, the prejudice

in favour of the first bringing such arguments of 
“destroying the light’ and ‘darkening the 
whole church,’ 

“Supposing, therefore, that the material is 
placed in the hands of an artist, there can be no 
doubt that the employment of Vetropake is 
likely to help decorators to overcome the great 
difficulties of our changeable atmosphere. It is. 
the production of a surface from which not only 
the ‘griminess’ of smoke, dirt, and fog can 
easily be removed, the fresh and glowing 
colours of the composition remaining unim- 
paired for all time. The nature of ‘Vetropake,’ 
which is the name adopted for this new adapta- 
tion ofa prehistoric material, is to gain strength 
and indestructibility from the intense heat to 
which it is subjected. The colours of the glazes 
used are of the most brilliant character and can 
be used with the utmost daring and safety. A 
charming quality of technique arises from the 
fact that the colours are laid upon an absolutely 
white ground, and from the unequal flow of the 
glaze gives incident to the results, and lends an 


opalescency akin to the palpitating glories of 
stained glass, Before the colour is applied the 
plastic material is cut into the shapes ordained 
by the designer, and diaper or brocaded patterns 
are incised or modelled in low relief. The 
glaze flowing into these indentations or lines 
gives a still further play to the colourist ; placing 
colour side by side, as in underglaze, is some- 
what dangerous, as the natural tendency is for 
the colours to flow together, destroying all the 
crispness of contour, In this method, there- 
fore, the beauty of line is preserved, and the 
clear colour mass so much prized in decorative 
art is preserved. As regards finish there is no 
limit. The miniature head or that over life-size 
is but a question of technique and an oppor- 
tunity for a bolder treatment anda franker use 
of colour.” 

It is to Staffordshire enterprise that this new 
method owes its origin, and its makers, Messrs. 
Woolliscroft, Ltd., a familiar name in the Pot- 
teries, have spared no pains and efforts in assist- 
ing the artist, Mr. Eadie Reid, to produce the 
reredos and panels exhibited. When the 
matter was first put before him, and he realised 
the decorative possibilities of the processes, he 
determined that the work must be as direct as 
possible, without the intervention of an elabo- 
rate cartoon copied by workmen ; and with this 
object, and in gaining knowledge of the 
materials used, he has spent considerable 
time in the workshops at Hanley, study- 
ing the varied effects of firing upon the 
glazes used. The important subject, “ Christ at 
Emmaus,” is the result, and shows the attitude 
of the designer to the sacred purpose of the 
panels as aids to worship. The successful 
issue of this large piece of work proves that it is 
not impossible for the producer and artist to 
work hand in hand. 

Many sketches and designs were also shown 
of works executed in fresco, stained glass, and 
carving ; but the artist was desirous to point 
out in our conversation with him, that it is 
difficult for the painter or designer, whose 
work scattered through town and village 
has absorbed his best, to do other than 
merely give a rough suggestion in these 
first impressions of colour and idea. Interesting 
as they undoubtedly are, yet the artist shrinks 
from exhibiting something which from its very 
sketchiness is full of suggestion, but executed 
without any further attention to fmish than the 
occasion requires. There is also motive in 
this, there being a desire to reserve strength 
and vigour for the finished work, so that by 
repetition the freshness of the original concep-
